DATA/INFORMATION
CENTERS

This section lists organizations associated
with three Census Bureau-sponsored pro-
grams: the State Data Center Program, the
Business and Industry Data Center Pro-
gram, and the National Census Information
Center Program (NCIC).

The State Data Centers (SDC’s) receive
Census Bureau data products for their
States and make the data and related ser-
vices available to users. The Business and
Industry Data Centers (BIDC’s) also re-
ceive data products and complement the
work of the SDC’s. They focus especially
on economic data and assistance to busi-
nesses and economic development agencies
in their State.

All States, the District of Columbia,
Puerto Rico, the U.S. Virgin Islands,
Guam, and the Commonwealth of the
Northern Mariana Islands have SDC pro-
grams. Many have also established BIDC
programs. The programs have designated
lead agencies, coordinating agencies, and
affiliates. In the combined, State-by-State
listing following the NCIC’s, BIDC partici-
pants are identified by ‘‘(BIDC)’’ at the
end of an entry. Organizations that are
both SDC and BIDC participants are noted
similarly: ‘‘(SDC/BIDC).’’

The NCIC program is a joint partner-
ship between the Census Bureau and five
national minority organizations to increase
the benefits of census data to special popu-
lation groups. Designed to complement the
SDC and BIDC programs, the NCIC’s
provide an alternative outlet for informa-
tion to people who might not use the
SDC/BIDC network or other government
sources for information. Each individual
center addresses a focused set of data
needs which require specialized data and
unique analysis.

REPORTS BY AGENCY

This section is designed to familiarize users
of theCensus Catalog and Guidewith key
statistical programs and publications of
other Federal agencies. These agencies gen-
erally have Web sites on the Internet which
offer additional information. For example,
the Department of Commerce has one
(http://www.doc.gov) from which you can
reach the Web sites of Commerce bureaus
and offices.

Since we cover only selected reports in
this section, some readers may want to
contact the agencies for more comprehen-
sive lists of their publications. Also, addi-
tional Federal agencies that offer statistical
information are listed in the next section,
Other Federal Sources of Statistics.

While many publications can be ordered
through the Government Printing Office
(GPO), some must be ordered directly
from the individual agencies. For GPO
orders, instructions and a GPO order
form can be found in the section in this
Catalog entitled ‘‘Ordering Products.’’

Bureau of Economic Analysis

The Bureau of Economic Analysis
(BEA), an agency of the Economics and
Statistics Administration (ESA), under
the Department of Commerce, provides
statistics on economic growth, regional
development, and the Nation’s role in the
world economy.

BEA’s current regional, national, and
international estimates first appear in the
form of news releases. This information is
available on recorded telephone messages,
online through the Economic Bulletin
Board, and in printed reports.

Recorded telephone messages briefly
(in 3-5 minutes) summarize key estimates
immediately after their release. The usual
time of release (eastern standard or eastern
daylight time) and the telephone numbers

The EBB may be accessed by personal
computer equipped with a modem and
communications software; the information
available (which includes information from
several other Federal agencies) may either

be viewed on the user’s screen or down-
loaded. This service is available via modem
or Internet by subscription from Stat-USA.

BEA news
releases are also available by facsimile on
a subscription basis through Stat-USA/Fax.

Bureau of Justice Statistics
The Bureau of Justice Statistics (BJS),

part of the U.S. Department of Justice,

sponsors surveys and analyzes, publishes,
and disseminates statistical data on crime,
victims of crime, criminal offenders, and
operations of the justice systems at all
levels of government.

BJS designs collection programs and
enters into agreements with other Federal
agencies, private associations, and research
organizations to collect data. More than
two dozen data collection series have been
developed by BJS using a variety of
methods, including household interviews,
compilations of administrative records, and
censuses and sample surveys of criminal
justice agencies as well as prisons and
inmates.

To disseminate results, BJS regularly
releases reports on a variety of subjects:
victims of crime, drugs and crime, criminal
offenders, law enforcement, prosecution,
courts and sentencing, jails, prisons, parole,
probation, expenditure and employment in
the criminal justice system, and criminal
history record systems. There is no charge
for most of the data published by BJS.

Criminal Victimization 1994: National

Crime Victimization Survey.This annual
BJS Bulletin presents the first 1994
findings from the National Crime
Victimization Survey (NCVS), based
on an ongoing survey of households,
with interviews twice a year of about
100,000 persons in 50,000 households.
In 1994, U.S. residents age 12 or older
experienced more than 42 million
crimes: about 11 million violent victim-
izations and 31 million property crimes.
Violent crimes included in the report are
rape and sexual assault, robbery, and
both aggravated and simple assault
(from the NCVS), and homicide (from
crimes reported to police). Property
crimes include burglaries, motor vehicle
thefts, and thefts of other property. This
report also summarizes other findings,
including the extent to which crimes are
reported to the police, the characteristics
of victims, and comparisons between
1993 and 1994 victimization rates and
levels. Both 1993 and 1994 findings are
based on the redesigned survey that was
phased into the sample beginning in
1992.

Criminal Victimization in the United States,
1993.This annual report presents de-
tailed 1993 findings from the redesigned
NCVS, presenting the major variables
measured in the survey in detailed data
tables. Crimes covered by the survey
include rape, robbery, assault, personal
and household larceny, household bur-
glary, and motor vehicle theft. Tables
cover victim characteristics (sex, age,
race, ethnicity, marital status, education,
income, and residence); crime character-
istics (time and place of occurrence,
distance from home, weapon use,
self-protection, injury, medical care,
economic loss, and time lost from
work); victim-offender relationship;
substance use by offenders; offender
characteristics (age, race, and sex);
whether crimes were reported to police;
reasons for reporting or not; and police
response time for reported crime. 150
pages.

Violence Against Women: Estimates from
the Redesigned National Crime Victim-
ization Survey.This is the first release
of the 1992-93 estimates of violence
against women after an extended effort
to improve the victimization survey’s
ability to measure violence against
women. The survey now asks more
explicit and direct questions about
sexual assaults and other victimizations
perpetrated by known offenders. Data
include annual number of violent

victimizations, rapes, and sexual
assaults against women; number
perpetrated by intimates (including
husbands, ex-husbands, boyfriends, and
ex-boyfriends); rates for violence by
intimates for women versus rates for
men; rates for violence and sexual
assaults by strangers; age and family
income of female victims of violence;
and rates of injury. 9 pages. Order No.

Measuring Intentional Injuries Using the
National Electronic Injury Surveillance
System (NEISS).This data brief presents
findings from the first 6 months of data
collection on intentional injuries treated
in hospital emergency rooms and de-
scribes the Consumer Product Safety
Commission’s NEISS program. Existing
estimates of difficult-to-measure vio-
lence such as domestic violence vary
greatly, mostly because of differences
in data collection methods and lack of
consensus on the behaviors defining the
violence being measured. In an effort to
improve estimates of serious violence,
including domestic violence and sexual
assault, BJS has used NEISS since
October 1993 to collect data on people
treated for intentional injuries in emer-
gency rooms. Conducted at a sample
of the Nation’s hospitals to estimate
product-related injuries, NEISS was
modified to obtain data on characteris-
tics of persons treated for intentionally
inflicted injuries, characteristics of those
causing the injury, and circumstances of
injury incidents. 2 pages. Order No.

Violence Between Intimates: Domestic
Violence—Selected Findings.This 10-
page report examines murders, rapes,
robberies, and assaults committed by
spouses, ex-spouses, boyfriends, or girl-
friends. It uses data from the BJS
National Crime Victimization Survey,
the BJS survey of murder cases dis-
posed in large urban counties in 1988,
and the FBI Supplemental Homicide
Report from the Uniform Crime Reports
program. Data on violent offenders were
collected in the 1991 Survey of State
Prison Inmates and the 1989 Survey
of Jail Inmates. The findings show
that females experienced more than 10
times as many incidents of violence
committed by an intimate as did
males—572,000 versus 49,000.

Violent Crime—Selected Findings.This
4-page report summarizes 1973-92
trends in rape, robbery, and assault from
the BJS National Crime Victimization
Survey; homicide data from Vital
Statistics of the United States, National
Center for Health Statistics; and 1992

murder data from the FBI Uniform
Crime Reports. It points out the increas-
ing victimization rates for ages 12 to 24
and summarizes patterns of weapon use,
injury, hospitalization, self-protection
by victims, economic costs, offender
characteristics, reporting to police, and
differing rates of victimization by sex
and race.

Elderly Crime Victims: Selected Findings.
This report uses data from the NCVS to
summarize levels and rates of violent
and nonviolent crimes against persons
65 or older. These crimes are rape,
robbery, assault, larceny, household
burglary, household larceny, and motor
vehicle theft. It also includes 1973-92
trends and data on offender weapon use;
self-protective measures by victims;
victim injury and treatment; stranger
versus nonstranger crime; place of oc-
currence; and victims’ income, marital
status, and urban, rural, or suburban
residence. Crime rates for the elderly
are compared with those of other age
groups by race and sex. 4 pages. Order

Highlights from 20 Years of Surveying
Crime Victims: The National Crime
Victimization Survey, 1973-92.This
document reports 20 years of highlights
from the NCVS, the second largest
Federal household survey. The 1967
President’s Commission on Law
Enforcement and Administration of
Justice found: ‘‘one of the most
neglected subjects in the study of
crime is its victims...’’ As a result of the
commission’s work, the Department of
Justice began the survey in 1973. Since
then more than 4.4 million interviews
have been conducted. This report
contains many findings that the 1967
commission called for, including those
on unreported crime, crime trends,
crime victim characteristics, relationship
between victim and offender, and inter-
racial crime. Presented in a nontechnical
format, the report also includes a
description of NCVS, its history and
recent redesign, an NCVS publication
bibliography, and a selected bibliogra-
phy.

Guns Used In Crime: Firearms, Crime,
and Criminal Justice.As there is no
national collection of data about the
guns used by criminals, this report pro-
vides information from several sources,
including the FBI National Crime
Information Center’s stolen gun file, the
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Fire-
arms National Tracing Center, the BJS
National Crime Victimization Survey,
the FBI Uniform Crime Reports, the
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BJS Survey of Inmates in State Correc-
tional Facilities, other inmate surveys,
and special studies of homicides involv-
ing guns. The report covers how often
guns are used in crime, what categories
of firearms are most often used, and
what type of guns are preferred by
criminals. This is the first of a series of
reports on firearms and crime that will
be part of a comprehensive report enti-
tled Firearms, Crime, and Criminal Jus-
tice. Includes bibliography. 7 pages.

Weapons Offenses and Offenders: Fire-
arms, Crime, and Criminal Justice.This
report presents data on how the criminal
and juvenile justice systems deal with
weapons offenses (violations of statutes
or regulations that control deadly weap-
ons) and offenders from arrest through
incarceration. The report uses data from
many sources, including the FBI Uni-
form Crime Reports, the National Cen-
ter for Juvenile Justice Juvenile Court
Statistics, the BJS Pretrial Reporting
Program, the BJS National Judicial Re-
porting Program, the BJS Survey of
Inmates of State Correctional Facilities,
and the BJS Federal Case Processing
Data. The data presented cover Federal,
State, and local responses to weapons
offenses. This report is the second in a
series on Firearms, Crime, and Criminal
Justice; the first was Guns Used in
Crime.

Federal Firearms-Related Offenses: Fed-
eral Offenses and Offenders.This report
notes the association between firearms
involvement and an increased severity
of sentence as well as a more extensive
criminal history for Federal prisoners.
The number of offenders sentenced to
Federal prison grew 175 percent from
1982 to 1992. In the 12 months before
September 30, 1993, firearms were in-
volved in sentences of almost 7,000
offenders, about a sixth of those
sentenced under Federal guidelines.

Sourcebook of Criminal Justice Statistics,
1994.Presents a broad spectrum of
criminal justice data from more than
100 sources in 6 sections: characteristics
of the criminal justice system, public
attitudes toward crime and criminal jus-
tice topics, the nature and distribution
of known offenses, characteristics and
distribution of persons arrested, judicial
processing of defendants, and persons
under correctional supervision.

Report to the Nation on Crime and Justice.
This four-color publication presents na-
tional data on crime and the criminal
justice system in a graphics format
geared to a nontechnical audience. It
gives an overview of crime, including
types of crime and trends. It profiles
victims of crime and offenders and pre-
sents an overview of criminal justice at
the Federal, State, and local levels of
government, including prosecution of
juveniles and adults, sentencing and
sanctions, correctional facilities, and the
costs associated with operating the
criminal justice system. 134 pages.

Child Victimizers: Violent Offenders and
Their Victims.Addressing the mandate
of the National Child Protection Act of
1993, which called for a study of of-
fenders who committed crimes against
children, this study found that—(1) 1 in
5 violent State prisoners (about 65,000
offenders) reported a victim under age
18, (2) older violent inmates were sub-
stantially more likely than younger in-
mates to have victimized a child, (3)
inmates reported that when a child was
the victim of violence, in 8 out of
10 cases the victim had been raped
or sexually assaulted.

The study uses data from the 1991 BJS
Survey of State Prison Inmates (a nation-
ally representative sample of 14,000 pris-
oners in about 300 State prisons) and the
FBI’s 1994 Supplementary Homicide Re-
port, which includes data on child murder
victims and offenders who murdered chil-
dren.

Capital Punishment 1994.This annual BJS
Bulletin presents characteristics of per-
sons under sentence of death on Decem-
ber 31, 1994, and of persons executed
in 1994.

Numerical tables present data on of-
fenders’ sex, race, Hispanic origin, edu-
cation, marital status, age at time of
arrest for capital offense, legal status at
time of capital offense, methods of exe-
cution, trends, and time between impo-
sition of death sentence and execution.

This study is based on a repre-
sentative sample of the 75 courts where
nearly half of all tort cases nationwide
are handled, making this the closest that
exists to a national tort study.

Civil Jury Cases and Verdicts in Large
Counties: Civil Justice Survey of State
Courts, 1992.Second in a series on the
1992 Civil Justice Survey, this report
found that juries in the 75 largest coun-
ties disposed of 12,000 tort, contract,
and real property rights cases during a
12-month period ending June 30, 1992.
Jury cases were 2 percent of the
762,000 tort, contract and real property
cases disposed by State courts of gen-

Thirty-three percent
of cases decided by juries were automo-
bile accident suits, 11 percent were
medical malpractice, and 5 percent were
product liabilty and toxic substance
cases. In half of all jury cases, the jury
found in favor of the plaintiff and in the
12-month period awarded an estimated
$2.7 billion in compensatory and puni-
tive damages. The median total award
for a plaintiff was $52,000. Punitive
damages were awarded in 6 percent of
the jury cases with a plaintiff winner.

$50,000; average time from complaint
filing to jury verdict was 2.5 years.

National Center for Health
Statistics

The National Center for Health Statis-
tics (NCHS) is part of the Centers for Dis-
ease Control and Prevention within the
Public Health Service, under the Depart-
ment of Health and Human Services.

It is the principal vital and health statis-
tics agency of the Federal Government.
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Vital statistics include data on births,
deaths, induced terminations of pregnancy,
fetal deaths, fertility, life expectancy, mar-
riages, and divorces.

Data are collected through either
population-based surveys, or record-based
surveys. Surveys based on population con-
tain data collected through personal inter-
views or examinations. Record-based sur-
veys collect data from hospital, nursing
home, and physician records and from
other health providers. Data are designed
mainly for use by Federal policymakers,
medical researchers, and others in the
health community.

To aid in data dissemination, and to
assist data users, NCHS operates a central-
ized information program under the direc-
tion of the Data Dissemination Branch.
This program helps users locate and use
NCHS data and identify other data sources;
distributes new publications through mail-
ing lists; coordinates requests for presenta-
tions and exhibits; and provides publica-
tions and electronic data products catalogs,
and ordering information, and maintains an
Internet Home Page. (For the address and
related information, see the end of this sec-
tion.)

Data from the surveys and studies con-
ducted by NCHS are presented in a variety
of publications. TheAdvance Data From
Vital and Health Statistics,provides a
means for early release of selected findings
from NCHS surveys. This series is avail-
able individually and by subscription by
contacting the Data Dissemination Branch.

To meet the health statistics needs of
the future, four of the Center’s record-
based surveys have been restructured into
one integrated survey of health care provid-
ers, called the National Health Care Sur-
vey. New data on alternative health care
settings, such as hospices, home health
agencies, and outpatient surgical centers,
will be provided through this system.

Designed to include a patient followup
component and linkage with the household
interview survey, the National Health Care
Survey will generate data that permit anal-
yses of patient outcome, the relationship
between use of health services and health
characteristics, and the use of health care at
the local level.

When fully operational by 1996, the
survey will be a source of wide range of
data on the health care field and a signifi-
cant resource for monitoring health care
use, the impact of medical technology, and
the quality of care provided to a changing
American population.

The National Center for Health Statis-
tics has restructured its record-based health
care provider surveys into an integrated
family of surveys called the National
Health Care Survey (NHCS). This family
of surveys is designed to answer these
questions and others concerning the utiliza-
tion of various types of health care ser-
vices. It generates data that permit analysis
of the relationship between the use of
health services and health characteristics at
both the national and regional levels. The
NHCS is used widely to monitor current
and changing patterns in health care use.
Each survey within the NHCS is based on
a multistage cluster sampling design of
Primary Sampling Units (PSU), facilities,
and patient records. The National Health
Care Survey is comprised of five basic
components:

Hospital and Surgical Care
Ambulatory Care
Long-Term Care
Health Provider Inventory I
Patient Follow-on
Findings from the National Health Care

Social Security Administration

The Social Security Administration
(SSA) conducts research and gathers data
on the Old-Age, Survivors, and Disability
Insurance (OASDI) and Supplemental
Security Income (SSI) programs and on the
populations served or potentially served by
these programs.

The Office of Research and Statistics
(ORS) has primary responsibility for devel-
oping and conducting SSA’s research and
statistical program. It also conducts studies
and disseminates information on foreign
social security programs and developments
as they may affect the U.S. program. De-
fined in the international context of ‘‘social
security,’’ these studies cover policies,
problems, and provisions of the entire
range of income-maintenance programs,
with particular emphasis on the old-age,
survivors, and disability insurance pro-
grams. Its publications include analytical
studies and statistical reports on the
OASDI, SSI, and other social insurance
and income-support programs.
